Soekery, of the poetoffioe committee, 
b« flBtablifihed ontil after the let of Jaly 
next. 
The new diyisions are to be 
enated in the west and sonthwest,where 
the great extent of existing divisions 
and large amount of work to be per- 
fonned by the division eaperintendent 
make it desirable in order to increase 
the efficiency of the service. 
The delay 
is oansed by a deficiency in the appro- 
priation ont of which each service is 
pttid, and the appropriation to be made 
rsilroad mail txrasportation will not be 
available ontil July 1. 


Bookbtaderg Convention. 


PhUiADSlhhia. April 3.—A national 
convention of bookbinders will be held in 
this dty on the first Tuesday in May. 
The convention will be held under the 
auspices of National assembly No. 280, 
Kflrahts of Labor, and its object will be 
to adopt means for the improvement of 
the condition of the trade. 
One of the

temtion of the convention will be the es- 
tablishment of a system of apprentice- 
ship which was abolished years ago 
tbrongh the joint efforts of employers 
sod journeymen.

A committee of brotherhood «igineers 
are here from Jackson, Mich., who are 
earnestly opposed to a strike, and they 
are laboring with their brethren here to 
prevent one being declared. 


The cause of the present state of af- 
fairs in the Michigan Central yards is 
the presence of three of the "Q" freight 
cars delivered yesterday, and the an- 
nouncement by the Michigan Central 
that they would handle all freight de- 
livered. 


THX BBOTHBBHOOD'S OASD. 


Last evening the Brotherhood of En- 
gineers and Firemen issued a card em- 
bodying a concise statement of the situa- 
tion from the men's standpoint, but giv-

and J. H. Murphy for the fireman. The 
meat of the document is in the conclud- 
ing paragraph which involves a fresh 
ofier of arbitration on an entirely new 
basis.

Washikotoh, April 8.—The house 
committee on commerce has ordered a 
favorable report on the resolution to 
provide for a congressional inquiry into 
the engineers' strike in the west 


The resolution providing for the in- 
vestigation of the Chic^o, 
Burlington 
and Qaincy railroad strike by a special 
committee of five, declares that the loco- 
motive engineers now employed are in- 
competent and that the claim of the re- 
sumption of public duties by the Bur- 
lington is a fraudulent and gross im- 
pcwition upon the public, plac^g in im- 
minent peril both life and property. 


The committee is direct^ to go to the 
scene of the strike, call for witnesses and 
papers and investigate and ascertain 
what is necessary of legislation to protect 
the inter-state commerce.

"Representative Browne, of Indiana, 
the other day in the house at Washing- 
ton, made the following remark: 
'I un 
dertake to say that the farmers in my 
section of the country in Indiana can 
now borrow all the money they want^ 
all they need, at 6 per cent., and there 
sever was a time in the history of this 
country when the great northwest, at 
least my section of it, found money so 
cheap, when the farm credits were bet 
ter, and when the farming industry was 
more prosperous.' 


"The ^eraW will undertake to say 
that Mr. Browne could not have made 
a greater number of mis-statements in 
so short a space. 
In 1886 for instance, 
the farmers of Mr. Browne's section of 
Indiana received $2.50 a bushel for their 
wheat, and bought a suit of clothes a little 
cheaper than they could buy to-day. 
farmer carrying fifty bushels of wheat to 
Eendailville, Fort Wayne or Munde, 
received $125 in cash, and bought 
good suit of pepper-and-salt woolen 
clothes for $20. 
To-day the same far- 
mer, grown gray with toil, gets seventy 
five cents for his wheat, or $37.50 for 
the load, and pays rather more than $20 
for the same suit of clothing. 
He bor- 
rows money at 8 or 10 per cent, and a 
commission just as he did then, save 
that he has little left to mortgage if he 
be a borrowing man.

Every Democrat is at times curious 
aboQt the history of his party and tite 
origin and basis meaning of the name; as, 
"oar enumies themselves being judges,** 
It is the best name ever invented for a 
political party—a name most expressive 
of the essentials of liberty, and a word 
the very sound of which excites a patri- 
otic feeling and recalls a long hst of 
glorions achievements. Now a detailed 
history of the democracy of any country 
would fill 1,000 such columns as this; but 
it is a most suggestive fact that in every 
nation of which we have any history the 
democrats have had certain principles in 
common, have been subjected to identi- 
cally the same reproaches, have invariably 
been strongest where wealth was most 
equally distributed, and weakest when 
the property concentrated in a few hands, 
and this since the word first came into 
use nearly 2,500 years ago. 


The word is Greek, and for centuries 
the thing was thought to be exclusively 
Greek. The people of Asia and Africa, 
who made all the history we have, down 
to the Eighth century before Christ, seem 
to have formed no conception whatever of 
the inherent rights of man. All their in- 
stitutions were based on two ideas—caste 
and prescription. In the scriptures of the 
Jews we find a few hints on the dignity 
essentially Inherent in man; but to all the 
other Asiatics, especially the Persians, 
the human body was a thing the ruler 
might treat as he pleased. The Jews 
massacred prisoners of war, mutilated 
the kings, drove harrows over the com- 
mon people and enslaved where it best 
suited them; their enemies did all this 
and in addition chopped up the corpras, 
ripped open gravid women and trampled 
infants to death. About 800 B. C. these 
nations learned with astonishment that a 
people dwelling west of the JSgean sea, 
and having extensive colonies in Aria 
Minor, did none of these things.

DEMOCKAT. 


The Greek looked upon the human body 
as a sublime object, the glorious temple 
of an immortal spirit. To refuse burial 
or burning to a corpse was a sin; to muti- 
late it was infamous. In the early and 
semi-barbaric age sickly infants were 
sometimes put to death; but in no long 
time this was discontinued. The Greek 
word for people is "demos," and that for 
Strength "kratos;** so the system of rule 
which best gave effect to the strength of 
fhe people they called "demokratia," and 
with a very slight change we call the 
same system "democracy." 
But when 
the poorer class of citizens of Athens be- 
gan to demand their equitable share in 
t h e government 
(about 500-600 B. 
C.) they were con- 
fronted by those 
who called them- 
selves the "re- 
spectables," t h e 
"ancients," t h e 
"solid and honor- 
able;" and as the 
Greek word for 
best or choicest is, 
ÜI the p l u r a l 
form, 
"aristoi," 
these arrogated 
that title to them- 
selves, and their 
party was called 
the " a r i s t o - 
cratia." 
T h u s 


arose the 
d e m o - ™ I C L I E 8 , 
cratical and aris- 
^ ^ 
tocraticaJ parties of Attica (of which 
Athens was the capital), whose struggles 
make up the political history of that 
country for 200 years. 


The Democrats gained steadily, and as 
they gained the coxmtry gained in freedom 
and glory; but the Aristocrats had the 
most money, and consequently the comic 
poets and writers were nearly all on that 
side. And it is a very curious fact, in- 
deed, that they entered the same objec- 
tions to the Democrats, with which we 
are familiar now; they made fxm of 
"Cleon, the tanner," and said he "smelled 
of leather;" they denounced Pericles for 
saying that Athens should have a good 
navy instead of a large standing army, 
and in a theatrical piece which had a 
great run—"The Knights"—one Aris- 
tophanes, vniter of the play, appeared on 
the stage with his face smeared with lees 
of wine to represent'^the tanner." He 
complained that some of the Democrats 
were "sweaty" and that others could not 
spe^ or write good Greek. In short, the 
similarity is so great that we might cut a 
whole paragraph out of Aristophanes and 
Insert it at the right place in The Congres- 
sional Globe (translated, of cotirse, into 
the vulgar tongue), and the American 
people would swear it was part of Ingidls* 
attack on President Cleveland. 


Well, the Athenian Democrats finally 
preyailed; 
Pericles 
established 
local 
courts and built a navy which raised 
Athens to the height of glory. Then the 
disaffected, and the jealous of other states, 
brought in the Spartans, whose govern- 
ment was an oligarchy; in a twenty-seven 
years* war they destroyed the Athenian 
Democracy, and set over the country oli- 
garchical rulers who murdered hundreds 
of the best citizens. The people lost heart 
and finally submitted to Philip of Mace- 
dón; so there was no more Democracy in 
Greece, and we must look next to Rome. 
There the two parties were called Patri- 
cians and Plebeians, but it was the same 
fight; in fact, it has generally been the 
same fight, those who want more power 
against those who want more freedom. 
The Democrats of Rome gained rapidly tül 
the long wars (with Carthage and other 
powers) exhausted them; and here we 
notice a truth common to all nations- 
prolonged wars are nearly always favor- 
able to the aristocracy. As the whirling 
wind heaps up the fallen leaves, so do war 
and high tuxes heap up wealth in great 
masses; and where wealth is concentrated 
In a few hands, democratic liberty cannot 
long endure. Just before the Punic wars 
n, it was shown thai middle Italy 
was divided into an immense number of 
nnaU farms. Two centuries later it was 
in vast estates, the property of Patriciansr 
who lived in boundless luxury in the 
cities. 


To arrest this destructive tendency the 
tribunes of, the peoide secured several 
laws; but all were evaded. At length one 
Tiberius Gracchus insisted on radical 
noeasures, esfleeially that the remaining 
public land should be divided among the 
people Instead of "granted" to'great Patri- 
ciana. The aristocrats raised a convenient 
riot in a public meeting and the friends of 
Gracchus were driven; he fled toward the 
temple of JupitMT, but fell overa bench,' 
when one of the other party assailed him 
as he tried to rise and beat out his brains 
With A ^rool 
His younger brother Ofilns,

some years later, attempted to revive the 
laws by a more cautious proceeding, but 
the power of the aristocrats was now ab- 
solute; Caius and his servant were driven 
Into the "Grave of the Furies," where 
both were found dead. The finder cut <Mlf 
the head of Cains, and was rewarded by 
the Patricians wit^ seventeen ounces of 
gold. After this came many commotfoos, 
a horrible civil wai'and the establishment 
of an empire; and we hear no more of 
democrats in ^ m e . 


After Augustus Ceesar destroyed the 
last of the popular opposition, liberty in 
Europe was in eclipse for 1,500 years. 
Then they began to fight about their re- 
ligions, and in the struggle the people re- 
gained a few natural rights. England 
had retained more liberty than any other 
country, and early in the Seventeenth cen- 
tury the word "democrat" again began 
to be noticed in her literattire. For 200 
years popular rights have slowly but 
steadily gained in that country; but from 
1620 to 1775 her best democrats were 
driven to America. From the very start 
we find the same old division in the col- 
onies: one party for more power, the 
other for more liberty; one for an estab- 
lished church, high taxes and a splendid 
military display, and the other for free 
religion and more self reliance. 
The 
former party finally came to be called the 
Tories; the latter had a score of nick- 
names. 
The 
word 
"democrat" 
is 
rarely 
found 
in American 
writings 
before 
the 
date 
of 
the 
French 
revolution. 
When we had obtained 
our independence and adopted a consti- 
tution, and the French people were fight-

ing for theirs, there arose a fierce dlscus- 
eion in America about our attitude to- 
ward them, and as Robespierre and his 
followers were called "Jacobins" and 
"Democrats," those words were hurled at 
Thomas Jefferson and his party here as 
terms of reproach. The "Jacobin" is 
long since forgotten; but the "Democrat" 
was frankly avowed, haa been gloriously 
sustained, and we now wear it willingly 
and feel quite comfortable, thank you. 


In conclusion, we may well state the 
unquestioned fact that in all countries 
democracy has been reproached as the 
party of ignorance, and yet in the great 
issues, those which go down to the essen- 
tials of government, this "party of igno- 
rance" has been right four times out of 
five, as impartial history afterward ad- 
mitted. The other party may, in some 
cases, have had more education; but their 
love of power and wealth perverted their 
judgment.
